The three mobilized 350 of their class- 
mates to signed a petition opposing redis- 
tricting. The three will present School 
Superintendent Mark McQuillan with the 
petition today at 3:30 p.m. Along with the sig- 
natures, the girls made posters expressing 
their feelings on redistricting, 

Some of the slogans read: “It will pay to 
stay,” “It’s uncool to leave South School,” 
and, “We don’t want to go, don’t make us 
g0.” 

“A lot of us have good friends. This is our 
home,” said Elizabeth, who is the daughter 
of Nancy and Bruce Earnley, 103 Ballardvale 
St. 

“We want to graduate the fifth grade 
together,” she said. 

Some of the South students wanted to 
know more about the petition the girls were 
passing around, Not everyone understood 
they could be moved to a different school 
next year, said Jia, who is the daughter of 
Myong and Chang Jung, 80 Central St. 

The majority of South classrooms are 
overcrowded. The girls estimated that there 
are about 26 to 27 students in each of their 
classes. 

Even though the rooms are overcrowded, 
Setarreh said she would rather stay at South 
than move to Bancroft next year. 

“We've gotten used to how many kids 
there are. The teachers are really good and it 
isn’t too noisy at all,” she said. 

Jia believes the kindergarten students 
should all be moved back to Shawsheen 
School, That way each elementary school 
would have a couple more classrooms and 
there wouldn’t be so much overcrowding.

The only disappointment the girls said 
they had was that some of the fifth-grade stu- 
dents didn’t take their petition seriously. 

“Some wrote Bo Jackson, Abraham Lin- 
coln and Superman instead of their names,” 
Jia said. 

“They didn’t want to help the younger 
kids. They were just thinking of themselves. 
They'll go to Doherty (Middle School) next 
year so they don’t care,” she said. 

South Principal Jade Reitman said she is 
very proud of the initiative the three girls 
took in organizing the petition. 

“They came to me and asked if they could 
circulate a petition because they were con- 
cerned about the possibility of being trans- 
ferred to Bancroft next year,” said Ms, Reit- 
man, 

South School has been working for the 
past few years on fostering student responsi- 
bility. There is a student council comprised 
of members of each homeroom who discuss 
school and student-related issues. 


“IT love that the students are getting 
involved in issues that will affect them. It 
shows that they are learning about responsi 
bility and putting democracy to work for 
them,” she said.

Town has $720K 
in unpaid taxes

Andover has more than $720,000 out- 
standing in unpaid property taxes, 
according to Mike Muise, treasurer 
and collector. 

“For fiscal 1990, we have about 
$120,000 outstanding,” Mr. Muise said 
last week. Another $600,000 remains 
unpaid for 1991. The figures for 1992 
will not be available until May, the 
treasurer said. 

The figure for 1991 represents about 
1.5 percent of the total property taxes 
billed. 

What the figures do not include is 
the dollar amount covered by liens 
placed against properties for unpaid 
taxes. 


In a story on page 30 of the Jan. 23 
Townsman, “Firefighters have three 
cases against the town,” it was incor- 
rectly stated that a court case filed 
against the town by Leonard Poole, 
former firefighter, had been denied in 
July 1991. The case was actually with- 
drawn, or “voluntarily dismissed 
without prejudice,” on the advice of 
the judge, Mr. Poole and Grover Nix, 
his attorney, pointed out this week. 
The judge preferred that the Con- 
tributory Retirement Appeals Board 
handle the dispute over the type of 
retirement Mr. Poole receives, 


Clarification on police suits 


Once property taxes are in arrears 
for three years, the town places a lien 
on the property for the amount owed, 
plus accrued interest and penalties 
The town currently hae liens on 72 
properties fora total of about $900,000, 
which covers the last four years, 
according to Mr. Muise. 

And tax delinquents are on the rise, 
the treasurer said last week. 

Where he used to have five or 10 
properties in arrears in any given year, 
Mr. Muise said it is now 40 or 50. 

“It’s not getting any better, tax col- 
lecting,” Mr. Muise said. “We can’t run 
a town on liens. We've got to run it on 
finances.” 

Mr. Muise attributed the rise in 
delinquents to the economy.

Benson stable

John Benson, the 19-year-old 
Andover man burned in a car accident

His mother has asked again this 
week for people to go to the U-Mass 
Medical Center to give blood, or to the 
local Red Cross donor center in 
Methuen. 


The Red Cross donor center is at 100 
Milk St., Methuen. The center is open 
Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday, 1-8 
p.m., and 8 a.m. to 3 p.m. on Saturday. 


Donors must be 18 years old, or 17 
with a parent or guardian’s permis- 
sion, weigh at least 110 pounds, and be 
healthy. Donating blood takes about an 
hour.

The Planning Board Tuesday 
night approved the Andover Country 
Club’s plan for a 108-lot cluster sub- 
division to be built off Beacon Street. 

The plan includes a new road, 
Country Club Drive, to come off Bea- 
con Street just before the intersec- 
tion with Chandler Road and cut 
across the golf course and connect to 


Canterbury Street. 


Questions on the safety of the Bea- 
con Street intersection delayed a 


vote two weeks ago, but were since 
satisfied by the project’s engineers, 
according to Stephen Colyer, town 
planning director. 

“Those issues were basically put 
to rest,” Mr. Colyer said. 

The plans have been studied and 
revised by town boards and contrac- 
tors for Yvon Cormier, the develop- 
er, for at least five years, according 
to John O’Brien, planning chairman. 

Mr. O’Brien called the proposal a 
“pretty god plan,” and said it basical- 


ly protects the town’s long-time 
interest over the years, which has 
been to preserve the golf course. 


The approvals, all of which were 


unanimous, include two variances 


regarding the length of three cul-de- 


sacs, the definitive subdivision plan 
itself, a special permit to cluster, and 
a special permit for earth removal. 

Mandatory 20-day appeal periods 
on the approvals should start within 
a week. Construction should not 
begin for at least three weeks.

Holy Family updates 
cancer treatment here 


Holy Family Hospital and Medical 
Center in Methuen has opened a $7 mil- 
lion cancer management center on its 
campus that offers the only radiation 
treatment for deep seated tumors in 
the Merrimack Valley, according to 
William L. Lane, the hospital’s presi- 
dent/CEO, 

“This treatment previously was 
available only in Boston,” said Diane 
Bergeron, R.N., the cancer manage- 
ment center’s administrative director. 

The center also offers northeastern 
Massachusetts and central and south- 
ern New Hampshire residents local 
care for all aspects of cancer diagnosis 
and treatment. “These services are a 
boon to local residents seeking sophis- 
ticated cancer diagnosis and treatment 
without traveling outside their local 
community,” she said. 

Ms. Bergeron said the hospital 
expects to do more than 26,000 radia- 
tion therapy treatments and nearly 
8,000 medical oncology visits/treat- 
ments during 1992. 

Connected to the hospital’s main 
building, the three-story, 28,000-square- 
foot cancer management center places 
all aspects of cancer care in a contigu- 
ous area at the hospital. The center 
also houses the hospital's physical 


therapy department and sleep disorder 
study laboratory. 

The center’s team of medical oncolo- 
gists/hematologists, surgical oncolo- 
gists, radiation oncologists, radiation 
technologists, nurses and support staff 
offer patients all three major types of 
cancer treatment surgery, 
chemotherapy and radiation therapy. 

Hematology/oncology services at 
the center treat patients who have can- 
cer and blood disorders’ with 
chemotherapy, pain control medica- 
tion and blood transfusions. The center 
has examination, clinical and family 
consultation areas and offers laborato- 
ry and pharmacy services. 

“The center’s radiation oncology 
services are unique in the area,” said 
Dr. Jack T. Evjy, the center's oncolo- 
gist/medical director. These services 
include an 18 MeV linear accelerator 
that treats cancer patients with high- 
energy radiation to shrink or arrest 
malignant tumors, including deep-seat- 
ed tumors. 

Also incorporated into the new facil- 
ity is the hospital’s long-standing 
tumor registry, which collects and ana- 
lyzes information on cancer patients. 

The center's related services include

MUSCLING IN ON BACK PAIN 

It has been widely estimated that four out of five cases 
of back pain are due to muscle problems. If (due to a 
lack of exercise and conditioning) the muscles that 
support the spine are allowed to become weak and 
inflexible, they cannot support the spine sufficiently to 
keep it in proper alignment. As a result, the Bach is 
susceptible to pain and injury.

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“I thought back then as I do now 
that Paul Tsongas is a man of integrity 
and one who has quality ideas on how 
to get this country going again,” he 
said. 

Mr. Stott called Mr. Tsongas’ essay, 
“A Call to Economic Arms,” a thought- 
ful document that provides solutions to 
problems the Bush administration 
hasn’t been able to solve. 

“I don’t believe the Bush adminis. 
tration is leading us in any direction 
that will make this country a better 
place over the next four years,” Mr. 
Stott said.

Tsongas said his campaign coffers 
aren’t nearly as full as those Michael 
Dukakis had in his campaign four 
years ago, i 

“For every dollar that Michael 
Dukakis had to run for president, I 
have 10 cents.” 

Mr. Tsongas looked a little tired and 
pale, but he said he has rearranged his 
schedule this week in order to rest and 
shake off what he called the flu. 

“T've had more antibiotics and anti 
histamines and Advil over the past few 
days, but I'll rest this afternoon before 
going up to Durham, N.H., where I'll 
speak,” he said.

Town manager's budget 


doesn’t need

FY1993 town manager’s recommended bud- 
get stops that trend and, in fact, stabilizes 
the delivery of public services from FY1992 
to I'Y1993.” 

The $56,848,950 budget recommendation, 
which is based on level funded local aid from 
the state, is a 2.4 percent increase from the 
fiscal 1992 budget of $55,500,461. 


Mr. Stapezynski said Gov. William Weld’s 
state budget, also released last week, was 
good news on the local aid front. 

“Weld’s budget does tie in,” Mr. Stapezyn- 
ski said Wednesday. “He said level funding, 
In the last four years, Andover had been get: 
ting cuts in local aid to the tune of $400,00 to 
$600,000 a year,” Mr. Stapezynski said. 

He expressed “cautious optimism” toward 
the level funding, however, because the gov- 
ernor’s budget still needs to go through the 
House and the Senate. 


The budget does not include funds for any 
wage increases, 

“That means there are no layoffs of 
municipal employees planned and, there- 
fore, no reduction in service levels,” Mr. 
Stapezynski said. 

“All of the town’s collective bargaining 
contracts will expire at the end of this fiscal 
year, This will provide labor and manage- 
ment with the opportunity to face the eco- 
nomic and service delivery challenges of the 
‘90s together,” Mr. Stapezynski said. 

The Finance Committee received the bud- 
get recommendation last week, but Ed Weil, 
vice chairman, said this week that board 
members haven’t yet gotten into the 
specifics of the proposal. Mr. Weil said the 
board will begin review of the budget at its 
meeting next Wednesday night, Feb. 5, at 
7:30 p.m. in town offices. 

“It’s a process and the process is just 
beginning,” Mr. Weil said. 


Operations and schools budget 

The recommended operating budget is 
$21,233,718, up 7.6 percent fiscal 1992, The 
schools budget is $22,000,242, up $582,375, or 
2.7 percent, 

The increase in the operating budget is 
largely due to a $900,000 appropriation to 
Municipal Maintenance for capital improve- 
ments, more than half of which is to be spent 
on school projects, and a $221,000 increase 
for solid waste, 

The $900,000 appropriation is possibly due 
to a $1.6 million reduction in debt service 
because of a reduction in school construc- 
tion bonds, 


Department recommendations 
include: 


General Government — $2,661,397, up 
$32,478 from fiscal 1992, or 1.2 percent. 

Town counsel budget is up $8,000 due to 
several cases that could negatively affect the 
budget, including a suit against the town 
regarding the use of the old bowling alley 
building on Chestnut Street, appellate tax 
board cases involving real estate values, and 
labor relations cases.

The $56,848,950 budget rec-

Municipal Maintenance — $3,316,309, up 
$906,095 from fiscal 1992, or 37.5 percent. 

The change is due to the $900,000 capital 
improvement program. The capital improve- 
ment budget was reduced to zero last year. 

School projects will receive $540,000, town 
projects will get $102,000, and $258,000 will be 
spent on five new police cruisers, an ambu- 
lance, and a catch basin cleaner and sander 
body for the public works department. 

Public Safety — $6,295,980 up $31,501, or 5 
percent. 

Police eliminated one lieutenant’s posi- 
tion after the retirement of Lt. Donald Moo- 
ers in December. 

Department of Public Works 
$6,710,137, up $376,636, or 5.9 percent. 

The increase is due in part to a $221,000 
increase in the solid waste budget. 

Memorial Hall Library- $1,249,008, up 
$17,405, or 1.4 percent. 

This budget maintains current services, 
including Sunday library hours. 

Other budget highlights include: 

* Municipal Insurance, for vehicles and 
property, is up 3.8 percent, from $866,000 to 
$899,500. 

* Employee health insurance is up 24.4 
percent , from $2.6 million to $3.3 million. 

* Unemployment compensation is up 
from $66,000 to $175,000. The fund is current- 
ly depleted due to a large number of school 
department employees laid off in fiscal 1992, 
according to Mr. Stapezynski’s report. 

* Retirement fund is up 20.5 percent, 
from $1.7 million to $2 million. 

Future cuts 

Mr. Stapcezynski warns that revenue pro- 
jections show little growth in the next two 
years and may not keep up with the rise in 
inflation. 

“This means downsizing staff by attrition, 
reorganizing, redistribution of manpower, 
employees taking on additional responsibili- 
ties, restructuring jobs, controlling over- 
time, etcetera,” Mr. Stapezynski said. 

Sharing costs of professional services 
with other communities and contracting out 
municipal services are two options the town 
manager suggested be explored. 

The early retirement plan being pushed 
through the Legislature this week by Gov. 
Weld could apply to municipal employees, if 
approved at Town Meeting, and would: also 
affect future budgets. 


This would ‘help the downsizing of depart- 
ments, “particularly at the management lev- 
el,” according to the manager. 


Fire damages 
Abbot Bridge 


home, 
kills pet dog

A mother and daughter escaped a house 
fire that killed their pet dog and heavily 
damaged their 9 Abbot Bridge Drive home 
early Monday morning. 


Vera Koromhas and her daughter, Jus- 
tine, fled the home safely, thanks to work- 
ing smoke alarms, according to Deputy 
Fire Chief Robert Boush. 


“It was very close that they made it 
out,’ Deputy Boush said. 


The family’s black mongrel dog was 
found dead in the living room of the home, 
apparently from smoke, the deputy said. 


The probable cause of the fire was care- 
less disposal of a cigarette, according to 
the deputy, either in a padded chair or in a 
plastic basket next to the chair, in a family 
room that served as a connector between 
the house and garage. 


“It was an accident,” Deputy Boush 
said, 


The daughter had gone to bed about 
11:30 p.m. The mother went to bed about 
12:15 a.m. A smoke alarm woke the daugh- 
ter at about 1 a.m. She saw some smoke on 
a second floor landing and black smoke in 
the family room. 


She went upstairs to get her mother, 
and the pair fled the house after power 
was lost and they couldn’t use the phone. 


They reported the fire from a neighbor's 
house at 1:07 a.m. The fire had burned 
through to the outside of the house and 
was overlapping the roof by the time fire- 
fighters arrived, according to Deputy 
Boush. 


The family room was burned out total- 
ly, the kitchen was substantially damaged, 
and there was heat and smoke damage 
throughout the house, according to fire 
reports, 


The deputy said all three fire alarms in 
the house were working, including one 
that had melted and fallen from the ceiling 
on the first floor. 


The battery fell out in the fall, but when 
replaced, the melted alarm still sounded, 
the deputy said. 


Ms. Koromhas’ husband, William, died 
last month from cancer, according to 
Deputy Boush. 

A son, William Jr., is not living at 
home, he said. 


The house is not habitable. Ms. 
Koromhas could not be reached, but she 
and her daughter are believed to be stay- 
ing with friends locally.

The latest in a series of plans to 
alleviate overcrowding in the town’s 
elementary schools calls for reclaim- 
ing space currently used by the Senior 
Citizens Center. The center is located 
on the first floor of the east wing of the 
town office building on Whittier 
Court. 

The plan includes renovating all 
three floors of the east wing, which 
was once half of the former East 
Junior High School, redistricting 
some students from West and South 
elementary schools to a kindergarten 
through second-grade school at Shaw- 
sheen School and relocating the 
Senior Center to a larger downtown 
location. : 

Mary Byrne, director of the Senior 
Center, said she knows of no suitable 
locations downtown that are large 
enough. Sites such as Old Town Hall 
and the former post office on Main 
Street aren't large enough and other 
locations such as the empty Andover 
Companies building on North Main 
Street are too far from downtown. 

The Senior Center currently has 
10,000 square feet, and it’s not enough, 
Ms. Byrne said. The Senior Center 
currently serves about 1,000 seniors

Soups should be the mainstay of our 
weekly menus because they are usual- 
ly well liked by family members of all 
ages, nutritious and usually easy, inex- 
pensive and quickly prepared. Many 
soups have the added benefit of being 
prepared in advance and freezing well. 

Several countries have soups specif: 
ically linked to their culture, such as 
Russian borsch, Chinese hot and sour, 
Italian minestrone, Greek angolemeno, 
Portuguese sausage and kale and 
French onion. Wouldn't it be special to 
have a signature soup for your family? 
Start with a rich fish, chicken or beef 
base and add meat, fish or poultry and 
vegetables your family most enjoys 
that would coordinate well with your 
base and protein. 

All soups start with a base, the most 
important factor leading to the soup’s 
flavor. It can be chicken stock made 
from a fowl simmered a few hours with 
celery, carrots, an onion and herb bou- 
quet consisting of a bay leaf, dried 
thyme, parsley and peppercorns. Beef 
stock can be prepared by simmering a 
1 1/2 to 2 pound meaty beef shin bone 
with vegetables and herb. bouquet list- 
ed above. Fish stock can be prepared 
with about 2 pounds of a variety of 
fresh fish heads, parts and trimmings, 
an onion, parsley stems and lemon 
juice. A good rule of thumb is to add 
enough water to cover stock ingredi- 
ents, usually one to two quarts. I 
always skim the surface of the water 
during the early stages of cooking. 
Chicken stock should be cooled before 
using so some or all the chicken fat, 


each week and feeds approximately 60 
seniors lunch each week day. 

Because of space limitations, the 
center could only get a state license to 
run a 30-person adult-day-care pro- 
gram. There is usually a waiting list 
of at least five, Ms. Byrne said. 

“Overcrowding has been a fact of 
life here for the last two years, We'd 
need about twice the space we have 
now,” she said. 

“My dream has always been a free- 
standing Senior Center for’ these peo- 
ple. Pd like to add a craft shop, card 
room, pool table and other things that 
would appeal to men. 

“If I were on the School Committee 
I'd want to use this building, too. It 
makes sense,” Ms. Byrne said, 

Because of budget reductions in the 
past few years, she said, it’s been 
understood that the town couldn't 
afford to build a new Senior Center, 
With school space needs becoming an 
issue, she hopes a “win-win situation” 
can be found for both the schools and 
senior citizens, 

“T’ve been reassured by the select- 
men that we wouldn’t be moved if 
they couldn’t find us a bigger and bet- 
ter place,” Ms, Byrne said. 

Selectmen's Chairman Gerald Sil-

verman said neither his board nor the 
School Committee have made any 
decisions on the fate of either the east 
wing of the town offices or the Senior 
Center. 

“School Committee members 
haven't really made a decision on 
What option they favor. They have 
some conflicts within their own 
group,” he said. 

Mr. Silverman said his board won't 
approve any changes for the Senior 
Center unless a location that is just as 
good or better can be found. 

“We have some time. The School 
Committee isn’t talking about moving 
them out by next September. The 
soonest they're talking about is 
September of the following year,” Mr. 
Silverman said. 


School Committee member Susan 
Dalton said the town boards have a 
responsibility to the taxpayers to 
explore the possibility of using the 
town’s existing buildings before they 
consider buying, leasing or building 
other facilities for the Senior Center. 

“IT get the impression that the 
Senior Center is composed of two dis- 
tinctly different groups of seniors,” 
she said, referring to the day-care

which usually settles to the top, can be 
removed.

Containers are an integral part of 


the presentation of any soup. For cold 
soup, you could use a scooped-out 
grapefruit with a handle to form a bas- 
ket, perfect for citrus soup, or a 
scooped-out pepper for a gazpacho, A 
vegetable soup can be placed in a bowl 


encased by a large, fresh cabbage leaf 


tied in place with along strip of leek or 
scallion. A few carrot curls could add a 
dash of contrasting color. 

Chinese hot and sour soup 

1/2 lb. pork cutlets, shredded or thin 
sliced and placed in pork marinade for 
one hour. 

7 cups chicken stock 

1 slice fresh ginger 1/2” thick 

30 dried tiger lily buds soaked in hot 
water until soft, hard ends removed 
and cut in half. 

1 tsp. white pepper 

3 tbsp. cornstarch mixed with 6 
tbsps. cold water 

3 eggs, beaten 

3 pieces fresh bean curd cut into 
1/4” strips (about 1 cup) 

6 Chinese black mushrooms (dried) 
soaked in water until soft and cut into 
1/4” strips 

8 oz. can sliced bamboo shoots cut 
into thin strips 
~ 3 tsp. dark soy sauce 

1 tbsp. sesame oil 

1 tsp. hot chili oil 

4 tbsp. finely chopped scallions 

Pork marinade 

1/4 tsp. light soy sauce 


1 tsp. sesame oil 

1 tsp. sugar 

1/2 tsp. cornstarch 

Combine in bowl and mix well. 

Heat chicken stock in large pot. Add 
ginger and cover. Bring to a boil. Add 
tiger lily buds, lower heat and cook 
covered one minute. Add pepper. Raise 
heat and add pork and marinade and 
bring to a boil. Add vinegar and stir. 
Stir cornstarch mixture and pour into 
pot, stirring in one direction continu- 
ously until broth thickens. Add beaten 
eggs in same manner, then add bean 
curd, black mushrooms and bamboo 
shoots. Stir again. Add soy sauce, 
sesame oil and chili oil. Stir. Turn off 
heat. Serve immediately, sprinkling 
each individual heated bowl with 
sliced scallion. Serves six. 

Fish chowder 

1/4 salt pork, diced 

2 onions, diced 

3 cups potatoes, diced 

2 cups fish stock 

2 Ibs. of four kinds of assorted white 
fish, such as haddock, cod, flounder, 
lemon sole (boneless and skinless) 

1/2 tsp. freshly ground pepper 

2 cups light cream 

1 can evaporated milk 

4 tbsp. butter 

(For light chowder, substitute milk, 
light evaporated milk and margarine 
for last three ingredients.) 

Fry salt pork slowly in bottom of 
heavy saucepan until golden colored. 
Remove and set aside. Add onions and 
cook slowly until transparent. Add 
potatoes and fish stock (add more, if 
potatoes are not covered). Place fish on

A step in the 
right direction 


Police Chief James Johnson has 
made a good first step in restoring 
the public’s and the patrolmen’s con- 
fidence in that department by drop- 
ping his recently-begun early-morn- 
ing foot patrol in Elm Square. 

When the public and some town 
officials, and, we presume, the 
patrolmen complained about the 
duty, the chief listened and respond- 
ed. 

Now, we ask that the union and 
town officials listen and respond to 
the public and finish the crucial 
business of signing a contract. 

There is a morale problem with 
the police since they have been 
working two and a half years with- 
out a contract. If the union and the 
town agree on one now, they will 
have to turn around and begin work 
on another because the one on 
which they are working would end 
June 30. 

There are other problems with the 
police department, too, including 
expensive grievances and some law- 
suits. 

So all is not well with the Andover 
police. And we, the residents, are the 
losers here. 

It reminds us of what was happen- 
ing a few years ago when the 
Andover public school teachers were 
negotiating their contract. Even 
though they tried to keep contract 
negotiations and salary talk out of 
the classroom, the students knew 
what was happening: Lots of energy 
was going into contract negotiations 
when it should have been spent on 
teaching children. 

In the case of the police, officers 
are expending time and energy on 
the fact that they are working with- 
out a contract. Rumors are rampant, 
trust is not there, and officers must 
be distracted. 

It is close to impossible for most of 
us to make a fair and honest judg- 
ment about the contract. We can’t 
tell who is telling the truth. But we 
do know that it doesn’t feel right that 
our police are working without a 
contract. 

We ask that both sides compro- 
mise, as the chief did with foot- 
patrol duty, bury some old history, 
and get on with the task of being 
police in Andover.

Monday, I phoned the winner, 
Dale Lattanzio, to ask for his recipe. 
This guy is as warm as his chili is 
hot. “It was fun,” Mr. Lattanzio said 
of the evening. He and his wife, Lau- 
ra, have been members of South 
Church for years and he is a deacon. 
Mr. Lattanzio estimated 125 to 150 
people attended. “I think people want 
to connect,” he said. I agree. I’ve 
noticed that the women’s breakfast 
at Christ Church —- the third Satur- 
day of the month at 7:30 — is well 
attended, too. People want to be 
together. We enjoy fellowship. 
Anyway, Mr. Lattanzio said usual- 
ly his family won’t eat his favorite 


chili because it’s too hot. 

“My 18-year-old son, Justin, said it 
burned his lips,” said Mr. Lattanzio. 
The couple, of 5 Hammond Way, 
have three sons, ages 27, 25 and 18. 

I understand Mr. Lattanzio’s love 
of chili better than I understand his 
job. He and his brother own a firm in 
Boston that makes business forms 
for management programs for finan- 
cial institutions. Anyway, Mr. Lat- 
tanzio says he’s had his recipe, 
which he got from a friend, for quite 
some time. 

“T’ve always liked spicy chili,” he 
said. 

Here’s his recipe for very hot 
chili: 

Dale’s Chili 

4 lbs. ground beef 

4 1/2 oz. Red Hot Pepper Sauce 

1/2 cup red pepper flakes 

1/2 cup hot pepper rings (from a 
jar), diced 

1/4 cup onions, chopped 

6 tbs. chili powder, or to taste 

4 cans kidney beans with juice 

4 cans (pound size) stewed toma- 
toes 

Brown beef; pour off grease. Add 
pepper sauce, flakes, rings, onions 
and chili powder. 

Saute until onions are transpar- 
ent; add beans and tomatoes. Cook 
slowly over low heat about 45 min- 
utes. Flavor is better if chili is 
cooked the previous day and reheat- 


ed. Serves about 20, 

Now, for those of you who don’t 
eat meat, here’s a recipe for chili that 
I use. It comes from Eater's Choice, A 
Food Lover's Guide to Lower Choles- 
terol by Dr. Ron Goor and Nancy 
Goor (Houghton Mifflin, 1987): 


Chili Non Carne 


3/4 cup chopped onion 

2 cloves garlic, minced 

3 tbs. olive oil 

2 tbs. chili powder 

1/4 tsp. basil 

1/4 tsp. oregano 

1/4 tsp. cumin 

2 cups finely chopped zucchini 

1 cup finely chopped carrot 

1 28-02. can, plus 1 14-0z. can toma- 
toes, drained and chopped 

1 15-0z. can kidney beans, 
undrained 

2 15-oz. cans kidney beans, 
drained and thoroughly rinsed 

Chopped onions, tomatoes, let- 
tuce, or green peppers, for garnish. 

In a large pot, saute onion and gar- 
lic in olive oil until soft. 

Mix in chili powder, basil, 
oregano and cumin, 

Stir in zucchini and carrots until 
well blended. Cook for about one 
minute over low heat, stirring occa- 
sionally. 

Stir in chopped tomatoes, 
undrained kidney beans and drained

Policeman 
disagrees with 
Elm Square detail 


Editor, Townsman: 

The article in the Andover 
man, Jan, 16, entitled, 
foot patrol in square,”

is perplexing. 


The Andover Police Department is 
going to assign a foot patrolman in the 
business district, Elm Square from 4 
a.m, to 9 a.m. daily. The time period 
from 5 p.m. to 4 a.m. the officer’ in the 
patrol sector will be motorized. 


Chief of Police James F, Johnson 
said in the Andover Townsman. Jan. 
16, that from 7 a.m. to 9 a.m. the officer 
assists school children crossing Elm 
Square and watches for traffic viola- 
tors. 

Having a patrolman assist the 
school crossing guard and help the 
school children cross the street is an 
exceptional concept, but not a new or 
untested one. The practice was for the 
patrolman to assign himself to the con- 
trol booth and control the traffic lights. 
The officer was able to stop traffic for 
the school children and precipitate 
traffic flow. The Elm Square area was 
redesigned several years ago by the 
Commonwealth and the traffic lights 
were altered, traffic islands relocated 
and the control booth razed. The foot 
patrol in the morning hours was con- 
sidered obsolete. 


The patrolman cannot possibly 
assist the crossing guard, help the 
school children cross the street, stop 
traffic violators and issue citations all 
at the same time while on foot patrol. 

New York City Police Department 
has begun using foot patrolmen during 
reasonable and useful hours with 
excellent results. Quoting the Boston 
Sunday Globe, Jan. 19, 1992 (page 21), in 
pertinent part, “Those officers usually 
work staggered shifts from 8 a.m.,, 
roaming the streets on foot, answering 
calls and meeting residents.”

The Andover Police Department is 
going to assign a foot patrolman from 4 
a.m. The Patrolmen’s Union is inquir- 
ing what 
Andover are going to receive from this 
novel idea. There are no residents, 
shoppers, businessmen or school chil-

involves the recycling of concrete, asphalt, 
brick and stone into gravel for reuse in con- 
struction or as road bed fill. Much of the 
material comes from building or bridge 
demolitions, 

The stone-crushing machinery is loud 
and emits a dust that covers everything and 
forces residents to keep their windows 
closed in summer, according to neighbors. 
Neighbors also questioned whether the 
debris might contain hazardous materials 
such as lead paint, oil, gas or asbestos, 

The board, after several site visits and 
tests, determined the business did not con- 
stitute a noisome trade, according to state 
standards, and that any dust from the prop- 
erty did not present a danger to health. It 
also determined that any runoff from the 
property was not hazardous. 

Mr. Deloury agreed to maintain a 90-foot 
earth berm around the site to diminish the 
noise problem. He also agreed to seek a rul- 


ing from the Massachusetts Department of 


Environmental Protection as to whether the 
business needs to be approved as a solid- 
waste facility. 

Ms. Thomson said the agreement doesn’t 
deal with a safety issue relating to a steep 
drop on the property. A child could fall 
down the embankment and into the crush- 
ing equipment, according to Ms. Thomson.

told board members that the log of trucks 
dumping at the site should include the 
source of the materials, and she complained 
that the board has no idea what was being 
dumped on the site.

Jason McCue doesn’t like to lose, 
and it was never more evident than 
last weekend when his gritty deter- 
mination set the tone for Andover 
High's sweep to the overall team 
championship in the 18th annual 
Northern Area Indoor Track Meet 
at the Lowell High Field House.

“What a competitor Jason is,” 
observed Andover Head Coach Art 
Iworsley. “He just wouldn't give in 
(to Woelfel), It was an inspirational 
effort.” 

“That isn’t even Jason’s event,” 
added former Andover standout 
hurdler and coach Peter Comeau in 
admiration. “He was running 
against the best kid in the state and 
he held him off, Unbelievable!” 

McCue is also a standout foot- 
ball player, and will long be remem- 
bered for his virtuoso performance 
in the Thanksgiving Day mud bow!

The chief did not want to go into 
more detail about what other changes 
are planned until they had been dis- 
cussed with all the members of the 
force, but the chief hopes the changes 
can be instituted by late February, 
Dismay in the ranks 

One officer said last week that one 
of the changes the chief is proposing 
could hurt current or future contract 
negotiations. 

Patrolmen have worked nearly 
three years without a contract, 
although both sides say an agreement 
is now close. But current talks are for a 
contract from 1989 to June, 1992, A new 
contract is needed again by July 1. 

The fear some patrolmen have is 
that Chief Johnson plans to begin 
assigning which shifts patrolmen will 
work, a change to the long-standing 
policy that has allowed officers to 
choose their shifts according to senior- 
ity. 

Tom Siopes, patrolmen’s union pres- 
ident, said last week he is unsure of the 
chiefs intentions and will discuss the 


shift assignment issue with the chief 


before commenting. 

“Right now, it’s hard to speak on 
that,” Officer Siopes said. 

In a recent notice to patrolmen, the 
chief said he wanted to exercise his 
authority to make certain decisions 
according to the patrolmen’s contract, 
Officer Siopes said. The chief refer- 
enced a particular section of the con- 
tract that gave him that authority, but 
didn’t specify what changes he intend-

“We want to know just what it is he 
intends to change,” Officer Siopes said. 

If the chief does intend to change the 
shift assignment procedure, that could 
be a problem, Officer Siopes said. 

“We've never had a problem. It’s 
always been seniority,” Officer Siopes 
said. “Hopefully, that isn’t what he 
intends to do and I don’t want to 
assume that he does.” 

Chief Johnson said Friday he 
believes he has the right to make those 
shift assignments, but that his notice 
didn’t mean that’s what he intends to 
do. 

“We have not exercised that right in 
the last few years, quite a few years,” 
the chief said. 

But, due to economic constraints 
and the other changes planned, the 
chief said he wants to keep that option 
open. To keep the option open, he had 
to officially notify the union of that 
possibility. 

The chief compared the notification 
to the school department’s notifying 
teachers in the spring that they may be 
laid off in the fall. It is required by the 
patrolmen’s contract that they be noti- 
fied far in advance of any changes in 
their duties, the chief said. 

Whether the shift assignments 
would change depends on whether he 
and Lt. Phillip Froburg, operations 
commander, see a need or an unbal- 
anced shift. : 

“We might not change anything,” 
the chief said. “It’s just a notification

that we might do it. We might not 
either. But I can’t wait until the last 
minute,” 

Low morale 

Chief Johnson said he understands 
there is, or may be, a problem with 
morale among patrolmen on the force 
and that he intends to address it, He 
did not want to go into details of how 
he would address it, but he said that 
the issue will not be ignored. 

The chief also responded to recent 
reports that the department’s cruisers 
are old and possibly undependable. 

“We have cars that are two years 
old,” the chief said. 

Most of the marked cars are traded 
in for new ones every two years, the 
chief said. By then they usually have 
more than 100,000 miles on them. The 
unmarked cars last about six years, he 
said. é 

The department did have two cars 
with more than 100,000 miles on them, 
according to the chief. 

“Those cars were replaced last 
year,” he said. 

The department currently has three 
1991 cruisers, The rest are 1989 and 
1990 cars. 

For the most part, whether a car 
needs replacement is left up to the 
maintenance crew of the Department 
of Public Works. The chief said he sup- 
ports the town manager’s plan to 
replace vehicles as part of the new Cap- 
ital Improvement Plan. That way, in 
tight economic times, the decision on 
vehicle replacement is up to the town 
manager, and won't cause infighting.

Northeast Rehab gets 
people on their feet, again 


Tom Collins was an active attorney 
and golfer prior to suffering a stroke 
in September 1991. After two weeks in 
an acute care hospital, he was trans- 
ferred to Northeast Rehabilitation 
Hospital in Salem, N.H. Mr. Collins, a 
prominent greater Lawrence attor- 
ney, had served as chairman of the 
Massachusetts Client Security Board 
after his appointment by the Massa- 
chusetts Supreme Court. Always used 
to being in command, he found he had 
to adjust to taking “orders.” He now 
was part of the rehabilitation team 
aimed at making Tom Collins well 
again. 

He had to cooperate with his physi- 


atrist (doctor of physical rehabilita- 
tion and medicine), physical thera- 
pist, occupational therapist, nurse, 
etc., all members of his team of health 
care professionals. Nurse Kevin Bar- 
clay saw Tom's gregarious personali- 
ty re-emerge as he began standing, 
walking and talking again.

The Dentists Collaborative is 
entering its 11th year of providing 
dental care to residents of the Merri- 
mack Valley. It began as an idea to 
enhance the delivery of dentistry to 
patients.

Ms. Giglio, a resident of North And- 
over, has worked with nutrition coun- 
seling and weight management for 
more than 10 years. She is a registered 
dietitian and holds a master’s degree 
in human nutrition. 


Kids need to be physically fit 


While more adult Americans seem 
to be joining the physical fitness 
game, our nation’s children are 
watching from the sidelines in 
increasing and disturbing numbers. 

According to a recent study con- 
ducted by the President's Council on 
Physical Fitness, today’s children 
appear to be in worse shape than 
those of 20 years ago with as many as 
15 to 20 of them suffering from obesity. 

Forty percent of youth aged 5 to 8 
are already exhibiting at least one 
coronary risk factor such as high 
blood pressure, elevated blood choles- 
terol, and low cardiovascular capaci- 
ty, Fifty percent of girls aged 6 to 17 
and 30 percent of boys 6 to 12 can’t run 
a mile, notes the study, while 55 per- 
cent of girls and 25 percent of boys can 
not manage to do a single push-up. 

Why are America’s kids so unfit? 
Multiple factors contribute to these 
disturbing statistics, says Harlen C. 
Hunter, DO, president of the St. Louis 
Orthopedic Sports Medicine Clinic, 
not the least of which is America’s fer- 
vent national commitment to competi- 
tive sports. 

“There is a time to teach children 
about competition and winning at 
sports — but it is not during child- 
hood,” says Dr. Hunter, an osteopath- 
ic orthopedic surgeon specializing in 
sports medicine. 

Dr. Hunter believes many children 
may lose their enthusiasm for physi- 
cal exercise by burning out early from 
the pressures of playing Little League 
sports modeled after the “win at all 
costs” philosophy of professional 
sports. 

“Children must be taught the fun- 
damental skills and rules of the games 
to increase agility, learn fitness, and 
understand the values:of sports as a 
lifetime experience, not to be super- 


heros,” he said. 

An emphasis on team sports such 
as football or basketball as early as 
third grade may alienate those chil- 
dren who are smaller and less power- 
ful than their peers. Once alienated, 
these children may never develop the 
interest in physical fitness they need 
for cardiovascular health as adults, 

Because daily physical education is 
mandatory in only one state, Illinois, 
most of the nation’s children fail to get 
regular exercise, Dr. Hunter notes, “A 
daily exercise program could help 
build a child’s self-esteem, increase 
cardiovascular fitness and help 
weight control while teaching a sense 
of discipline and routine,” says Dr. 
Hunter, 

Parents can play a key role, Dr. 
Hunter feels, in encouraging children 
to make fitness fun. Here are his sug- 
gestions: 

+ Set a good example by sharing 
activities with your children. 

+ Help them find a sport they 
instinctively enjoy and one suitable 
for their body types, then encourage 
them to stick with it. 

* Teach them the values of the game 
~ cooperation, teamwork, fair play, 
endurance, risk-taking, losing — but 
forget about “winning at all costs.” 

* Make sure they receive sensible 
conditioning from coaches or instruc- 
tors, including warm-up and cool- 
down exercises. 

+ Practice —- and encourage - a 
relaxed attitude towards sports, teach- 
ing them to enjoy the benefits of feel- 
ing fit and having fun. 

“The desire to win comes naturally 
as a child moves towards adulthood,” 
says Dr. Hunter, “but you can help 
your child develop a positive attitude 
towards physical fitness as a lifelong 
habit much earlier,”

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Makeup can make or break the woman

Growing up, I wished for an older 
sister to teach me about makeup. When 

I was a teen-ager my girlfriends and | 
would read fashion magazines and try 
and emulate the beautiful women we 
saw on the pages. 

We'd buy makeup at the local drug 
store and experiment, but I never got it 
quite right. I always ended up looking 
like Bozo the Clown. 

Last week I decided to give makeup 
one last try and I went to see a profes- 
sional makeup consultant. 

Janet Alberich, 10 Rose Glen Drive, 
is the big sister I had wished for. We 
sat at her kitchen table and she told me 
everything I needed to know about cos- 
metics. 

“Women have to realize that cosmet- 
ics can enhance and bring out their 
good points and camouflage their not- 
so-good points. But it can’t make them 
look like a whole different person,” she 
said. 

More isn’t necessarily better when it 
comes to makeup, she warned me as 
we prepared to do a makeover. 

“If someone says to you, ‘I like your 
eye shadow,’ then you know you've 
blown it,” Ms. Alberich said. 

“People should notice you, not your 
makeup.” 

One of the first steps in choosing 
makeup is knowing what colors are 
most flattering to a person’s skintone 
and choosing appropriate shades to 
compliment what the person is wear- 
ing. Many colors have both cool and 
warm shades. Shades of red with a yel- 
lowish hue are considered warm reds 
and those with blue hues are cool reds. 

“If you go into your closet, I bet you 
can find a dress or a suit that you nev- 
er felt quite right in. It’s not the style or 
the cut, it’s the color,” she said. 

“Go with your intuition. You know 
what colors make you feel good when 
you wear them and you know what col- 
ors don’t look good,” Ms. Alberich said. 

The first step in learning to use cos- 
metics is learning about a skin-care 
program, which includes cleansing, 
moisturizing and protecting your face 
from the sun and pollutants in the air, 

Depending on your skin type — dry, 
normal, oily or a combination of the 
three — you vary your cleansing rou- 
tine. Women with dry skin should use 
a gentler cleanser and women with oily 
skin should use an oil-free moisturizer. 
The older a woman gets, said Ms. 
Alberich, the more conscientious she 
should be about moisturizing every 
day. 

Because my skin tends to be on the 
dry side, she suggested I use a creamy 
cleanser that would loosen up the dirt 
and oil trapped in my pores, but 
wouldn’t dry out my skin. 

I applied the cleanser with a cotton 
ball in an upward motion, “because 
gravity doesn’t need any help,” she 
said. 

Ms. Alberich suggested I use an oil 
absorbing mask once a week to deep 
clean my pores. A mask should also be

but Ms. Alberich convinced me the col- 
or was too bright. We compromised 
and went with a shade I'd call rose, but 
had a much more creative and much 
harder-to-remember name. 

The key to applying blush, I learned, 
was don’t brush it on too close to your 
nose or too far down. 

“If you apply blush lower than your 
nose level it will make you appear to 
have jowels,” she said. 

Lipstick on your lips 

The best way to keep lipstick on 
your lips and off your face is to line 
your lips with a lip pencil or brush in 
the same color as the lipstick you’ll use 
or one shade darker. After outlining 
where you want the lipstick to end and 
your face to begin, fill it in with lip- 
stick. Blot the excess with a tissue and 
you're done. 

Intensity for evening looks 

The difference between applying 
makeup for daytime or evening is in 
the intensity of the colors you choose, 
she said. 

For a night-time or special occasion 
look, Ms. Alberich chose a smoky blue 
eye shadow to outline my eyes and 
define the V-shape in the eye crease.

a little bit more than I had before. 

The first shade of lip color we tried 
was a miss, It was a little too dark for 
my fair skin. Instead of looking like a 
warm shade of cranberry as it did in 
the tube, it came out looking muddy. 
The next try, a darker pink with 
magenta tones, was much better. 

The final effect was surprising. I had 
been working with a small mirror that 
only allowed me to see about three- 
quarters of my face at one time. I 
stepped back and looked into a full mir- 
ror and saw a face that looked too pol- 
ished and pretty: to be me. 

“Wait, wait,’ Ms. Alberich cried as 
the photographer began to take a few 
final photos.

Lynne began to experience an 
increase in energy and her next men- 
strual cycle was much improved. We

As nurse manager in the emergen- 
cy department at New England Memo- 
rial Hospital in Stoneham, Kathy 
Schuler, R.N., sees both happy and 
tragic endings. 

She sees parents who gave first aid 
to their choking child before reaching 
the emergency room. A happy ending. 
She also sees parents who didn’t know 
basic life-saving techniques and wait- 
ed idly until the ambulance arrived. 
Their child may have died in the 
emergency room. A tragic ending. 

Medical experts urge anyone who 
is around children to learn pediatric 
cardiopulmonary resuscitation (CPR), 
“It’s the only chance you have of sav- 
ing a child’s life,” said Ms. Schuler. ° 

“The basic life-saving steps can 
really save a life, especially when 
you're talking about infants and chil- 
dren,” she continues. “Most infants 
and children do not have underlying 
heart disease and medical problems, 
so the chance of resuscitating them 
with CPR in case of sudden collapse is 
greater.” 

CPR techniques are not just for 
health-care professionals. Everyone 
who comes in contact with infants and 
children should join the campaign to 
help prevent the thousands of chok- 
ing, suffocation, drowning and similar 
traumatic deaths that take the lives of 
infants and young children each year, 
said Ms. Schuler.

So you’re thinking about beginning 
a strength-training program. You’ve 
heard that strength is one of the single 
most important factors contributing to 
high fitness levels and exercise perfor: 
mance, Strong muscles will help stabi- 
lize your joints; enhance your ability to 
start, stop and change direction (useful 
in many physical activities); resist 
muscle fatigue (now you can run and 
catch that bus); and aid your appear- 
ance by making muscles look firmer. 
Besides, you're tired of not being able 
to open jars by yourself. But how much 
weight do you need to work with to get 
the results you want? 

There you are standing in front of 
an unfamiliar piece of equipment. Now 
what? The first thing you need to know 
is that strength training works on the 
principle of “overload.” When the mus- 
cle has to work harder than usual 
when you lift the weight — it adapts to 
the overload by getting stronger. As 
your muscles get stronger, you 
increase the weight or the number of 
“reps” or repetitions, (Lifting a weight 
up and down once equals one rep. A 
group of reps is called a set.) How 
much weight you add depends upon 
whether your goal is to increase the 
strength and size of your muscles or 
increase muscle endurance (and tone 
the muscles without bulking up). 

1. Determine how many times you'll 
lift the weight: To get stronger, lift 
heavier weights for a low number of 
reps (usually six to 10), To get muscle 
endurance and tone, lift lighter 
weights for a greater number of reps,

usually 10 to 18. As you improve, you’ll 
increase the number of reps from six to 
10 and from 10 to 18. 

Three sets of 10 may provide the best 
balance between strength and 
endurance. But don’t overdo it when 
you start. One set is recommended for 
the first few weeks, followed by two 
sets the following few weeks and three 
sets thereafter. Once you are doing the 
maximum of 10 to 18 reps, it’s time to 
increase the amount of weight. 

2. Determine the correct amount of 
weight for you. For each exercise, fine 
your “one repetition max.,” or the 
amount of weight that you can lift only 
once through the full range of motion 
without losing your form. This may 
take some experimenting, so be patient 
and use professional help. Training 
should range from 50 to 80 percent of 
the max. lift. (Multiply the one repeti- 
tion max, by .5, .6, etc. to get the train- 
ing percentages.) Start by lifting 50 per- 
cent of your one repetition max. Once 
this weight can be lifted comfortably 10 
times and 18 times for endurance for 
two weeks, increase the resistance by 5 
percent. 


Generally, females will have much 
stronger muscles in the lower body 
(thighs, calves) than upper body. A 125- 
pound woman, for example, may be 
able to leg press 75 to 80 pounds (55 to 
65 percent of body weight), but may 
need to start with 12 to 25 pounds (10 to 
20 percent of body weight) for upper 
body exercises. Men may be propor- 
tionally stronger in the upper body due 
to greater muscle mass. 
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Strength training can take you to 
new levels of fitness conditioning. 
You'll receive benefits that are well 
worth the weight. Why not start today?

Some initial muscle soreness isn’t 
unusual. 

Don’t forget to breathe. Exhale 
during the active part of the lift (usu- 
ally raising the weight) and inhale 
during the passive part of the lift (usu- 
ally lowering the weight). 

— Lift through the entire range of 
motion for increased joint mobility. 

Work all of your muscle groups 
for balanced development. However, 


you can work the upper body one day 
and the lower body the next. Usually 
eight to 12 exercises is sufficient for a 
workout. 

Be sure to have a qualified fitness 
professional show you the correct 
form for each exercise. You won't 
achieve the results you want with 
poor technique. Worse, you may 
injure yourself.
